the instructions of the State Stadium 
committee.

asking that each university enthusiast 
make it a point to bo there and bring 
others In order to devise ways and 
means to raise the county's quota of 
$6400. . 


It is pointed out that, every one in 


the state has a vital interest in the 
state institutions and that many who 
never attended the state university 
or ever expect to are expected to con- 
tribute largely to organized recreation 
and the state being now heavily bur- 
dened with appropriations it -was de- 
cided to make this a voluntary gift, to 
the students. 
The present field has 


become entirely Inadequate to meet 
the demands for recreation and -when

A new invention that adds to the horrors of war is a noiseless ma- 


chine gun that shoots 2,000 balls a minute. The balls are fed to tha 
hopper from a sack which is shown in the photo at the right. The 
photo at the left shows a close up view of the shaft that rotates at the 
rate of 2,000 revolutions a minute. So rapid is the movement that it 
apparently does not revolve at all. The revolutions are caused by an 
electric motor,

to arrive eventually at the omitted experience in its most 


unpalatable form. 
It has often been said that we shall never lose war until 


we have its "moral equivalent." By this is meant that war puts 
a compulsion upon us to act; that it shakes us out of lethargy, 
and gives us purpose and deed. 


Many wealthy" young men were affected in such a way be- 


rtween Aifgust, 1914, and November, 1918. 
Reading the letters 


and books they wrote, one senses a conviction on the part of 
many of them that war was a positive good because of its 
energizing influence. 
To men who left genuine work to go into 


battle this feeling seldom came. They did not need a war.. They 
already had energizing influences at work upon them. 
But 


they served well because they had already learned to serve. 


* For the Bergdolls work might have been a saving influence, 


For the other?, who gloried in war, it might have been an 
awakening influence. 
In the past we have had no means of 


"nationalizing" work. 
We may have in the future. 
We are 


really feeling toward such an end in the Boy Scout .movement 
This movement is not incapable of more seriou^ development. 


On the other hand, the army may be working thru its new 


educational system toward a force mobilized for service in peace 
as well as the possibility of service in war. 
We may some day 


shape an organization where young men can be invigorated by 
discipline and labor tinder competent direction, where boys of 
twenty who have never worked may patrol national parks, fight 
fires, build roads, bridges, and ships—yes, even break stone, and 
get from it all an awakening sen.se of competence and service.

Seven 
others being idle, two of the Susquo-j 
hanna Co. collieries are working but 
the collieries in the Schuylkill regions 
are not able to turn a wheel. The D. 
L. & W. Co. reports 8 big collieries idle 
and 8 others working 60 percent. 


In the Hazleton region 17 of thirty 


collieries are unable to work and more 
than 10,000 mine workers have joined 
in tho strike.
